Election/Restrictions

samples from subject. 

Group II, claim(s) 45, 46, and 51-53, drawn to methods comprising the detection of anti-pl4 
peptide antibodies in samples from a subject. 

Group III, claim(s) 54-58, drawn to methods of treatment comprising the administration of anti- 
pl4 antibodies. 

Group IV, claim(s) 59, drawn to methods of treatment comprising the administration of a pl4 
peptide in an amount effective to elicit production of anti-pl4 antibodies in a subject. 

Group V, claim(s) 60-64, drawn to pharmaceutical compositions comprising anti-pl4 antibodies. 

Group VI, claim(s) 65, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising pl4 peptide or an 
immunogenic fragment thereof. 

The inventions listed as Groups I- VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the feature that is common to groups I, III and V is 
anti-pl4 antibodies; whereas the feature that is common to groups II, IV and VI is p 14 peptide; 
an anti-pl4 antibody is disclosed in Hoch-Marchaim (Hoch-Marchaim, H. et al., Virology, 313: 
22-32, 2003), as is a pl4 peptide (see Figure 1, and see page 30, left column). Therefore, an 
anti-pl4 antibody or a p 14 peptide does not make a contribution over the prior art as a whole and 
cannot be considered a special technical feature that unites the different invention groups. 

The technical feature of Group I is the use of an anti-pl4 antibody in a method of detection. 
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The technical feature of Group II is the use of a p 14 peptide in a method of detection of pl4 
antibodies. 

The technical feature of Group III is the use of anti-pl4 antibodies in a method of treatment. 
The technical feature of Group IV is the use of a p 14 peptide in a method of treatment. 
The technical feature of Group V is an anti-pl4 antibody. 
The technical feature of Group VI is a p 14 peptide.
